MR. DRAKE'S RESOLUTIONS — 
THE DANGER AHEAD. 

Tliesc reaolutioiia are not ~cll drawn Rrto 
should not bo adopted as they Btoud. Ibo 
house, very wisely, baa taken time to think 
over them. Wo will suggest a few points 
in considering this very grave matter. It 
is assumed, both in Mr. Cunningham's 
motion and in Mr. Drake's amendment, 
that tho responsibility of "quelling distur- 
bances" and "compelling obediouco," on 
tho part of Indians attaches to the Dom- 
inion and, in support of this view tho 
British North America Act and tho Ter 
of Uniou aro quoted. Mr. Drako, unwit- 
tingly, uses the word "control" in his reso- 
lutions instead of tho proper word "charge" 
(of tho [ndians)which latter is made use of 
in tho Terms of Union— a mistake that 
might mislead. Tho fact is that there is 
nothing in either the act or the terms to 
impose tho above responsibility on the 
Dominion. Tho Dominion has exclusive 
legislative authority as regards Indians and 
Indian lands; it has general "charge" of 
tho pooplo, and is trustee for their lands, 
but constitutionally tho Dominion has not 
to do with the administration of justice in 
tho province or tho keeping of tho peace 
among Indians any muro than among white 
nmu,w„.'J'A\i," .VvYt'U'fbUiitviiiw'iiu'u tlie house 
should not adopt resolutions at variance 
with tho law or embody unauthentic words 
in resolutions. Tho question is not a new 
one, but has been settled decisively many 
years so far as the Dominion is concerned. 
In 1877, a much more serious state of af- 
fairs existed in the interior than now exists 
on tho northwest const. Mr. Speaker Mara, 
tho agont of tho Hudson Bay Company, 
and others made representations which 
caused tho Dominion to express its views 
on tho above subject which amounted tc 
this, that keeping the peace was the busi 
uess of the province, and that, in case even 
of an Indian outbreak arising from a land 
dispute tho Dominion would not iutorvono 
with Dominion forcos except to mediate. 
"Wo may dislike this situation, but it is use- 
less to shut our oyes to the facts or for the 
house to pass inapplicable, unsupported 
resolutions. Thoy will merely bo pigeon- 
holed at Ottawa with an impatient shrug. 

Our true complaint against the Dominion 
has an administrative not a constitutional 
basis. Vested as the Dominion was at con- 
federation, with the general charge of tin 
Indians, with power to legislate for them 
(not inconsistently with provincial iluiios) 
and with the trusteeship of thoir lauds, in- 
cluding the Indian settlement at Metlakah- 
tla, both the two acres as well as tho wholo 
(which two acres, in competent legal 
opinion, differing from that of tho attornoy- 
general, aro inalienable from tho Indians), 
the Dominion, by indifference, incompet- 
ency and vaccillation, has needlessly and 
culpably created a situation most distress 
ing and threatening to the provincial gov 
ornmout and causing serious embarrass 
mont to persons carrying on lawful indus 
tries on the northwest coast. This is the 
view that has to bo. enforced on tho Doiu 
inion govornmont; noither Mr. Cunning- 
ham's motion nor Mr. Drake's amendment 
puts it half strongly enough and tho latter 
introduces irrelevant matter that weakens 
the effect of his resolutions. For instance, 
what is the use of our appealing by resolu- 

lir^nt:£ < o^l)i ! L ^Kil\h^ 1 ?^a C Vi?^^ °J. 
Tho Dominion simply will reply — "Cannot 
you govorn yourselves — where aro your 
courts (—indict your own lawbreakers, 
aa othor provinces do." Again, will the 
house bo well advised in asserting that it 
is "tho duty" of tho Dominion govern- 
ment to introduce, by force, tho wholo 
machinery of tho Indian Act on the 
northwest coaat, knowing that the 
Dominion parliament has imposed no 
Buch "duty" upon the Dominion govern- 
ment ? That'is a matter in tho discretion 
of tho governor-general in council. Tho 
act refers chiefly to tribal domestic affairs. 
Its criminal provisions can only be en- 
forced through provincial machinery. 
There aro certain provisions in the act 
which, woro the Dominion disposed to do 
its duty, might bo usefully declarod valid 
on tho uorthwest coast, suspending tho 
inapplicable parts of the act, but it can 
Berve no purpose to ask the Dominion to 
onforco the act "in its integrity." Tho 
last clause of Mr. Drake's resolutions is 
tho most objectionable of all — that which 
directs the provincial government to sur- 
vey tho two acres. Wo fail to see, with a 
compotont legal opinion before us, what 
authority tho provincial government has 
to meddle with that piece of laud at all. 
Tho land is not vested really in the pro- 
vince; tho roal intorost either is in the 
Church Missionary Society or in tho Do- 
minion as trustee for tho Indians. Wo 
believe, on good grounds, that, tho latter 
is tho case; but, assuming tho former 
theory, where does tho right of the pro- 
vince como in ? Is our government to bo 
the catspaw of a foreign corporation to 
aid thom in a useless, and to us, dangerous 
act towards making up a title which a 
court, in all probability, would declaro to 
bo invalid / Why Bhould wo put our 
tingors into the tire ? The society have 
their piece of paper. If thoy think that 
by it thoy can appropriate half of an 
Indian settlement immemorially occupied 
and specially protected by the colonial 
land laws existing when tho paper was 
written, lot thom tight the question in the 
courts with tho Dominion government, 
the trustees of tho land. Time onough 
for tho province to act in enforcing, ulti- 
mately, the mandate of a court. At 
present wo seom to bo rushing to take up 
n position whore wo have no business to 
bo. Our laud office does not undertake 
survoys for private claimants of land, it 
murely approves the competency of sur- 
veyors, and tolls them what tho require- 
ments of tho office are. There is a pro- 
vincial law to protect surveyors from 
molestation, but it does not apply to tho 
coast. The object of such a survey is 
vaguely said to bo the "assertion of au- 
thority." But how, if tho action taken 
itself is illegal ! Tho attorney -general 
considers it ia not illegal. Well, lot tho 
provincial government, on his recom- 
mendation, shoulder tho responsibility. 
Why aBk tho house, on imperfect infor- 
mation in a debatable matter, to take 
everything on their shoulders 1 Suppose 
the two acres were Burvoyed, without 
broken heads or bloodshot!, would mat- 
ters be monded 1 Wo think not. It is 
not by force but by justice that men, and 
especially Indians, aro ruled. In our 
judgment, bad fooling would bo intensi- 
fied. No officer of tho navy, of course, 
will endangor liin commission by risking 
bloodshed in taking sides in a disputo 
about property in a Canadian village not 
yet brought bofore a court. Well 1 sup- 
pose a dozen constables go up tho coast 
and are driven back, whatnoxt? Wo 
then must go on, at whatever coBt. Tho 
wholo matter demands most gravo con- 
sideration. Mr. Dunsmuir and other 
me nbors, wo think, gavo good advico, to 
wh ch may bo added Mr. Duncan's Btato- 
mout that sufficient explanations and a 
ittlo common boneo and kindness on the 



part of the authorities— that is tho Do- 
minion authorities, whose buainess it is— 
would bring about a satisfactory adjust- 
ment. 

THE DOCTRINE OF SUBSTANTIA- 
TION. 

Wo cannot afford to part with our 
juvonilo frieud of tho Times just yet. 
His faults aro too many and his errors too 
glaring to be allowed to pass unrebukod. 
It would bo doing the young fellow an 
uukindness to permit liiiu to strut about 
in the evening air under the impression 
that ho is fill individual of some import- 
ance when all tho time ho is what the 
western man described as "small potatoes 
and few in a heap." Tho arro- 
gance of this journalistic chit would bo 
amusing if it wore not positively offen- 
sive. On Wednesday the attorney-gen- 
eral mado a masterly exposition of tho 
Metlakahtla trouble— from his standpoint. 
It was eloquent and forcible yet gentle- 
manly and courteous. It was the best 
possiblo exposition of what we must be 
excused for saying as a most unrighteous 
crusade against a good man, tho best por- 
tion of whoso life has boon spent in suc- 
cessful ondeavors to rodoem tho Indians 
of the northwest coast from their savage 
condition. Well, this masterly, elo- 
quont and gentlemanly speech was 
warmly commended by the Times 
last night. It is spoken of as one 
of tho best speeches mado in the house 
for a long time. Why/ Because it was 
olqqujBnt,JtuthfuJ c ^p^ 
the remarks of the member for Cassiar. " 
According to the Times the attorney gen- 
oral shines, but only us a gas-jet by the 
side of tho 100-candle glare of the electric 
rays omitted by Cassiar's representative. 
The attorney general is eloquent; but the 
man from the golden sands of Cassiar is 
brilliant. The attorney general made a 
speech; but Cassiar's favorite sou furn- 
ished the ideas for that speech. Mr. 
Grant is tho voice, Mr. Dar;o the echo. 
Cassiar spouts and the attorney general 
throws back the sound. Such is the only 
possible inference that can be drawn from 
tho Times' article. Alas! and alas! the 
country has fallen on evil times, truly, 
when tho highest compliment (hat can be 
paid to a man of education and brains is to 
describe him as substantiating the voic 
inga of one whoso intellectual knapsack 
is nearly empty and whose favorito mode 
of warfare is a resort to expletives such 
as "sneaking thief," "dirty blackguard," 
"cowardly whelp," "base liar," etc., etc., 
in the vain hope of crushing an adversary. 

" HELLO INVENT It ALL." 

A recent decision of the minister of 
agriculture at Ottawa in the caso of the 
Bell Telephone Company will create a 
furoro wherover the convenient little in- 
strument ib in use. Tho decision declares 
the patent of tho Bell Company null and 
void for the reason that thoy have not 
complied with tho conditions under which 
it was granted; they have imported the 
patented articles within twelve months 
after tho date of patent; they have not 
manufactured in Canada such articles to 
the extent required by law after two years 
of the existence of the privilege; and, 
lastly, they have refused to sell or deliver 
liconses to persons willing to pay a rea- 
sonable price for the private and free use 
of the patented invention. The company 
will probably appeal to tho courts against 
tu:~ .i nn ;„i on hut. should it not be reversed 
there will bo a complete revolution in tele- 
phono management. All offices have hi th 
orto been under tho control uf tho Bell 
Company, paying a larye amount for the 
privilege and demanding therefor a hieh 
price for the uso of their instruments, the 
rate depending, to a great extent, on the 
number of subscribers. But if the Bell 
patent is mado void, any company or any 
individual may make or operate the tele- 
phone. The deoision will bo received 
with general satisfaction for the rea- 
son that it will bring down to a price 
within tho reach of all a convenience 
which has already made itself almost in- 
dispensable in tho transaction of business. 
The price paid in Victoria for the use of 
tho telephone is §4 a month, but should 
the company bo emancipated they would 
probably take the management into their 
own hands and carry on tho business in- 
dependently, in which case it would be 
reasonable to expect a material reduction 
in the rate of telephone hire. 



The Metlakahtla Inquiry. 

To tub Editor: — It is to be regretted 
that you cannot find space in your co- 
lumns to publish the commissioners ' re- 
port and evidence; because, as previously 
stated, your readers would not follow you 
in your commendations of Mr. Duncan, 
which you continue to lavishly bestow 
upon him to the disparagement of every- 
body else connected with the matter. 

In this morning's issue of your paper 
it is remarked that in the house yester- 
day tho lion, attorney general delivered 
one of the most eloquent addresses you 
have over hoard; but surely it is a poor 
complimont to sum up as pessimist a 
gentleman of high legal standing who, 
from the published report, has taken ex- 
traordinary pains to arrive at an impar 
tial decision upon a most difficult matter 
for tho reason, forsooth, that ho does uot 
think fit to act against his conscientious 
conclusions by holding up Mr. Duncan 
as tho innocent lamb . 

On several occasions you have culled 
portions of tho evidence published in tho 
report which would apparently favor tho 
one whoso champion you are, and I would 
suggest that it would be very interesting 
to your readers who have not had an op- 
portunity of reading the report of the 
commissioners, if you gavo them the the- 
atrical story in which your friend takes 
the leading character. For hypocrisy and 
deceit this certainly "takes tho cake."

Jutlge Tourgee in his "Appeal to 
C'susar" estimates that in l'JOO eight of 
tho Southern States will be Black Re- 
publics, having so large preponderance 
of colored population that neither vio- 
lence or fraud can pieveut them from 
being under the political control of thu 
colored people. We know that nothing 
can be made to lie iike figures from 
census. We know that his table has al- 
ready been subject to severe scrutiny 
and some criticism. We think it possi- 
ble that there may be some errors in 
detail in the fuels, and some in the 
conclusions drawn. We ai'e aware that 
Judge Tourgee's experience has color- 
ed his observation, and that ho looks 
at the South through colored glasses. 
We take a. much morn hopeful view of 
the future of thu South that he does. 
We see no reason for the strong assev- 
erations that the colored line can never 
be broken nor the colored vote divided. 
Nevertheless after giving his tables a 
careful exam illation, we can see no 
ground for doubting his conclusion that 
at the end of the present century eight 
of the Southern States will have a po- 
litically irresistable preponderance of 
colored votes, will lie, politically, J.lack 
Republics. 

It ia expected that by many that 
when the protecting :egis of slavery 
was withdrawn from the hapless color- 
ed man, lie would die, unable, to en- 
dure the competitions of freedom. He 
has declined to die. On the contarary, 
the colored race has grown since the 
war more rapidly than the white race. 
It was expected that a white popula- 
tion would pour into the South from 
the Nortli, with its energy and its cap- 
ital, carrying with it Northern ideas 
Northern enterprise. But the emigra- 
gration from the Nortli bus not equal- 
ed the emigration from (he South. 
There|have been more Souiliei nors leav- 
ing the land of their nativity for the 
more hopeful regions of the Northwest 
than there have been Northerners to 
carry new hope and new life into the 
devastated fields of the South. It was 
prophesied that, liuropean immigration 
would be directed to the fertile and 
half-populaied Southern States when 
once the incubus of slavery was re- 
moved. But migratory movements have 
always gone along isothermal lines; 
and the mines of North Carolina have 
not bnen so much richerlian those of 
Colorado, nor the sugar plantations of 
Louisiana so much more profitable than 
the wheat fields of Minnesota as they 
turn the current of the emigration 
southward. Westward till the star of 
the umpire takos its way. Some unfor- 
seen (ilenienta may arise to delay the 
consummation; but apparently the con- 
sum nation cannot long be delayed 
when all below the middle Southern 
States, exenpt Texas and possibly Flor- 
ida, become Itavtian States. 

What are vou going to do about 

it? 

1. Wv ought to set to work at onoe 
to erase tho color line; to teach the vot- 
ers on both sides of it that that the in- 
terests of both classes are identical; 
and to exclude from decent society and 
drive out of political fellowship overy 
man, of whatever political party, who 
endeavors to array tho white men 
agaitiat the colored men or the colored 
men against the white men. They are 
neighbors and fellow citizens; they 
must learn to be friends. Democratic 
politieans and papers have made no 
serious and united attempt to inagur 
ate measures for the benitit of tin; lab- 
oring population of the South, and to 
canvass among the laboring population 
for <i support. Their appeal has been 
white voters, and to the race prejudices 
on one side of the line without excit- 
ing it on the other. The Southern cam- 
paigns have been white men's cam- 
paigns. The present danger to the Nali- 
tionis less a "solid South" than a "aoild 
race." Yet there have been exceptional 
instances of a different policy, in which 
success has'proved honesty to be sagac- 
iouR, Governor Thompson, now thrice 
elected Governor of South Carolina, 
was formerly Superintendent of Edu- 
ucation. He ropreaented universal edu- 
cation of white and colored on equal 
terms and with equal provsion. He 
stumped the State for that cause, 
the State, generally regarded of all 
Southern States, as the most given 
over to helpless conservatism, he is the 
most honored leader of its Democracy; 
alid on that issue. We do not know 
how many colored voters he has polled; 
but if the colored people know their 
own interests he should have polled a 
considerable number- Eight years ago. 



The Christian Union urged the Repub 
lican National Comniitten to send its 
best speakers into the South to stump 
the Southern States. If the Republic- 
ans believe that their measures are for 
the common interest of the whole cou n 
try, they should appeal equally to the 
white and colored voters for support; 
if the Democrats believe that their 
measures are for the interest of the 
whole country, they should appeal to 
the colored and white voters for sup- 
port. Politician!) and newspapers that 
appeal to race prej-ndieies for tempo- 
rary part}' victory an; sowing a wind, 
and the Nation will feap the whirl- 
wind. ; - 

2. Of this colored population, from 
thirty to forty per cent, can neither 
rend nor write. Unless instant and 
vigorous measures are taken to afford 
them education, tin; eight Black Repu- 
blics will be eight illiisrate Republics. 
They will hold the balance of tlie pow- 
er. They will determine tin; complex- 
ion of theElectoral College in very 
closely contested Presidential election. 
They will determine the character of 
the United Slates Senate. Their votes 
will be more important politically than 
tho Irish vote, because it will lie more 
concentrated and localized. How does 
our readers like tho prospect of living 
in a Republic deuiineated by eight col 

trollod'T.y' jlllL^!S.^^- p « i ^ c . i n - 
iticans, with a Mahone or a .Muses in 
the Presidenlal chair, or behind it, 
manipulating the adiiiiiiistratives oflices 
of the Nationl There is but one remedy 
universal education. An educated peo- 
ple iire an independent people; they 
are "a more masterful people. Black or 
white they are not .subservient to dem- 
agogues. The United Slates Senate hits 
at last passed a bill making liberal ap- 
propriations out of the National Treas- 
ury for popular education. lis benefit 
will accure chiefly to the people of tin' 
new Territories and of the Southern 
States. It is not si party nor it sensation- 
al measure. It is not passed by a party 
or a sential vote. The Democratic 
[louse have an opportunity to inagu- 
rato a Peniopratio policy by passing 
this bill at the approaching Fall and 
winter session. There ought to be neith- 
er dallying nor delay. The democratic 
party linn in tisted that it is tho friend 
of a workingman. This is a working- 
man's measure- "It is insisted that is 
a friend of the New South. This is a 
measure to make the South new. It 
has insisted that it is oppoiied to the 
color line. It has insisted that the 
change against it, that it is a foe to 
freedom and to freeman, it is a cam- 
paign lie. This measure gives it a prac- 
tical opportunity to prove the accusa- 
tion false. 

There are .some higher duties which 
these eight Black Republics, looming 
up in the future, lay upon us; duties 
not tobefuliilled by merely political ac- 
tion. Of these we may speak here- 
after.

A policeman last night in Pimlico found 
a supposed dynamite machine with a 
lighted fuse attached, lying near St. Johns 
Church in this place.

The UeruiaiiH landed and set tire to the 
houses. The village chiefs at Fostowu, on 
the other side of the rivor, thereupon seiz- 
ed Woerni nun's factory and threatened to 
kill sub-Agent ['ontanics if any of thu in- 
habitants of FoBtown were killed. The 
other Gorman agents, evidently forwarned, 
hid left (Jaiueroons and joined tho invaders. 
On healing of the seizure of Pontanics, the 
bouts attacked 1'ostown, the natives return- 
ing the lire until tho Germans landed. 
Jinny of the latter were killed. The Ger- 
mans wore obliged to retire, but being rein- 
forced, again charged and drove the natives 
from tho town. Chief Calabar Joss was 
killed in the encounter. Tho natives be- 
headed Pontanics, carried bis head through 
the town on a polo and retired to tho bush. 
Tin' Gentians set tire to the town. 

Hamilton's English factory was destroy- 
ed by a shell, and an agent injured. An- 
other factory was damaged and the agent 
compelled to take refuge on a hulk in tho 
i-i ver, and narrowly escaped with his life. 
Tkr ( iormaus next day occupiod Caineroons. 
Tho Gorman tinders searched all the Lng- 

iirdi slnpM, ostensibly lor two of Lhu Pos- 
town chiefs who bad escaped in the bush. 
The Gorman vessel Alder completed th a de- 
struction of H'okory. Tho Baptist mission 
station, erected at great cost, was destroyed 
by lire. Tho missionaries complain bitter- 
ly because they wero not warned. Many 
women and children were killed. Tho 
number of natives killed is not known, as 
all wero carried into the bush. The natives 
now trade only with the English. Tho 
action of the Germans in making tho at- 
tack without declaring war and the search- 
ing of British ships in really neutral terri- 
tory, Germany having annexed only tho 
Fostown side of tho river, is considered a 
flagrant violation of international law.

Montreal, Jan. 2C— Another rail- 
way bridge across the St. Lawrence, 
making three, including the Cadadian 
Pacific's contemplated ono at Lachine, 
is projected by tho Ottawa, Wadding- 
•ton and Now York Railway Company, 
the sito to bo at Gooseneck island. The 
bridge over the main channel will be 
1,1 60 feet long, and will be divided 
into four spans of from 200 to 250 
feet, the third span from the south 
shore having a span of 250 feet, and a 
clear height above the river of forty- 
four feet.

Renfrew, Jan. 28.-Dr. Do'wling 
was re elected for South Renfrew over 
his opponent, Mr. Harvey, yesterday 
by a majority of over live hundred. 
Harvey made a very unpopular candi- 
date. 

Toronto, Jan. 28. — Relatives and 
friends of Malcolm Modaonnld, the bag 
gage-iufister, supposed to have been 
cremated at Smith's Falls, believe that 
he did not perish by the Haines, but 
have reason to believe that he jumped 
from the train and ■wandered into the 
bush, where perished from cold.
